Sept 27-28 ..M.S. 150 City to Shore Bike Tour 
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New TV Standard Doesn’t Compute 
Joe Chuk., W3JD 


igital Television (DTV) was final- 
D ly standardized last December. At 

least, everyone thought it was 
standardized. The FCC has already released 
a list of assignments for a second channel 
for each television station to begin DTV 
transmissions. There’s a timetable for DTV 
rollout that requires network stations in the 
top ten markets (that includes ours, Phila- 
delphia) to begin digital broadcasts by May 
1, 1999, with the next 20 markets to follow 
by November 1, 1999. 

The direction seems pretty clear for the 
broadcast industry. That’s not the case, 
though, with the computer folks. To many 

_ of them, the picture format “standard” that 
is part of the Grand Alliance system the 
broadcasters are tooling up for, is anything 
but one. Compaq, Microsoft and Intel have 
agreed to cooperate in marketing digital 
television receivers that make use of pro- 
gressive scanning, rather than the inter- 
laced scanning that is still allowed for in the 
Grand Alliance system. 

The PC industry plans to market three 
kinds of digital television receivers: The 
first is a standard PC, which, for about $100 
can be converted to a digital television set. 
These are expected to go on sale in 1998. 
The drawback to this option is the relatively 
small size of the screen. 

The second type will be a big-screen 
video display device with an internal PC. 
The Compaq/Microsoft/Intel alliance calls 
this “PC Theater,” a combination of enter- 
tainment-style television and interactive 
computing. 

What is expected to be the most popu- 
lar product constitutes the third option, a 
basic TV/PC appliance. This won’t have a 
keyboard or peripherals or a hard disk to 
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store files. It will be used with a remote 
control like today’s TV sets, and will be 
priced around $500. Unlike today’s com- 
puter products, it will be software upgrad- 
able. 

The computer companies’ recipe for 
success is to beat to market, with the new 
receivers, the consumer electronics manu- 
facturers (who are aligned with the broad- 
cast industry). They plan to have 20 to 50 
million PCs capable of decoding DTV in 
homes by 2005, which is one year before 
broadcasters will be turning-off their ana- 
log transmitters. Public estimates of the 
consumer electronics industry place set sales 
at about one million by 2005. 

The computer industry’s stance creates a 
problem for broadcasters who choose to send 
out digital pictures in an interlaced format. 
Such transmissions simply will not be decod- 
ed by the progressive-scan receivers. 

The battle lines have been drawn. In 
not determining a picture format with the 
transmission and compression standards 
they approved, the FCC left it up to the 
marketplace to choose what picture format 
will prevail. The FCC took a similar hands- 
off approach to a standard for stereo AM 
radio, with disastrous results: The wait for 
market consensus was so long that there is 
little left of a market for AM radio itself. 

Since the transition to digital television, 
broadcasting has been mandated by the FCC, 
however, the cases are not parallel. There 
will, in fact, be a picture standard of some 
sort. We just have to wait to see whether the 
computer industry can make good on its 
promise to flood the market with inexpen- 
sive DTV-capable receivers. Doing so will 
certainly spell victory for them, leaving the 
broadcasters with little choice but to sent-out 
compatible signals—making progressive 
scanning the de facto standard. &
